ffOW TO MAKE A HOT-BED 

I AND HOW TO MANAGE IT WKZN 
MADE. 


Ducks In Flocks of Twenty Thousand— 

Ths Mistakes of Nursoryinen — A 

Remedy for the Carrot Grub—Farm 

Not*#. 

A hot-bod is not necessary if one is 
convenient to a city where there are 
large seed stores, if plants are required 
for a small garden, as early varieties are 
kept in stook. but ou the farm, if large 
crops of early cabbage, tomatoes, sweet 
potatoes, peppers and other crops, which 
require protection for a while, in order 
to secure early plants, are grown, a hot¬ 
bed will be valuable. The cost of a hot¬ 
bed is but very little, considering its ad¬ 
vantages, and once made it reauiree but I 
slight repairing each year. With the | 
hot-bed should be constructed a few 
cold frames. The difference is that the 
hot-bed requires glass, while the cold 
frame, which serves for large plants 
(transplanted from the hot-bed later in 
the season), may be covered with 
boards only, especially if intended for 
such hard7 plants as early cabbage or 
lettuce. The frame may be 16 inches 
high at the rear, and 14 inches in front, 
from the level of the rround, and cover¬ 
ed with sash of anydesired site. The 
boards may be simply nailed together at 
the oorners, fastened to 8 by 3 inch 
scsntling, but gardeners first make a 
pit, one foot deep, and use a frame 24 
inches at thrrear, and 22 inches at the 
front, according to the kinds of plants 
to he ftBown. The height at the frbnt, 
however, depends on the width of the 
bed.

TAMWORTH 

Farmers arc about half done their 
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if generally used. 11 is the fermentation 
of the manure which creates the heat. 
If the manure ie too looee it may create 
heat more rapidly than desired. It ie 
h#ttar to mix the manure in a pile, 
allow it to host tome, and then turn it 
over ind well mix it again before using 
it in the hot-bed. Having trampled the 
manure firmly, now cover it with rich, 
dirt, to which hue been added one-fourth 
ita bulk of fine, well-rotUd manure. 
There should be no lumps, stones or peb¬ 
bles in the hot-bed. If necessary, sift 
the dirt. The thiokness of tho dirt 
should be about six inches. As there 
will then be about a foot of spuce be¬ 
tween the dirt and the sash (the hot-bed 
being inches at the rear), ample air 
space will thus be provided. If the 
manure does not heat up quickly, and is 
too slow, sprinkle the bed well with hot 
water, first adding a small quantity of 
air-slaked lime to tho water. If too 
mudh heat is generated, use cold water 
alone. When the heat reaches about 00 
degrees, plant the seeds, in rows, but 
more warmth will be required for the 
young plants later on, 

MANAGEMENT. 

Of course the frame should be woll 
banked up with dirt, to prerent the ef¬ 
fects of the frost. The object should be 
to maintain aa even temperature os pos¬ 
sible. On clear, warm days the sash 
may be raised slightly, in order to ad¬ 
mit air, during the middle of the day, 
but this will depend on many circum¬ 
stances. The butter plan is to hang a 
thermometer in the hot-bed, and to visit 
it frequently. Ai the heat from the 
manure decreases the weuther will be¬ 
come warmer. Gradually accustom the 
plants to the temperature of the outeido 
atmosphere as much as possible, and 
transplant to the cold frame such as 
may be suitable for that purpose. Some 
sort of oovering should be used ovor the 
sash at night, such as un old ourjiet, 
with a few loose boards over the carpet. 
The temperature of tho atmosphere must 
be the guide in management, as the 
plants must uot be kept too warm or be¬ 
come liable to beiug chilled.

9 montbe, who died at 312 Soak rill 
yesterday morning. The j«ry rati 
rerdiot of death from ehook and 
tioa, oaoaed by intereeptioa of a passage of 
the intestines. A rider waa also added 
urgiug tbe Government to amend the Baby 
Farm Act io make the adoption of ehildren 
for a lamp eura of money equivalent lo a 
breach of the act, aa the pretence of adop 
lion ia not within the ipiritnf the Aet. 

The Inquiry brought oat faote which go 
to abow that illegitimate children are not 
healthy, or that there ia some good reaeons 
why the polioe ahould make farther in- 
reetigatione into ike eyatem of oaring for 
ohildren plaoed in theee alleged baby 
farms. 

Mr*. Ellen Wright Uvea at 312 
Backfills • elreet. The polioe claim 
she conducts what ia popularly known ae a 
“baby farm," but the woman daniaa tha 
oharge. 

According to tha eridenoe brought out al 
the iuqueat aha eradea the penalty for ran* 
nine a “farm" without a lioenee by “adopt¬ 
ing” the infante she takes eharge of. This 
ie not tha first time aha baa eome in eontaot 
with tha polios. 8ome four years ago she 
bad to answer lo a criminal eharge in con¬ 
nection with the birth of a child. Bhe waa 
acquitted. 

Besides earing for infante Mrs. 
Wright oonduots a private lying-in¬ 
hospital. At the present time she 
has in tha bouea two women. One of 
them is receiving medical attendance. 

The immediate canes ot tba inquest on 
the infant was the refusal of Dr. Biyane to 
grant a burial certificate. He waa called 
in to attend the babe on Monday even¬ 
ing. He found the child very emaoiated. 
11% saw at ones the ohild eould not 
live, as there had been too mneh 
delay in oalling in medical attendance. The 
child died at 9 a.m. Tuesday. It bad been 
ill four days. Ho saw another infant, 4 
months old, there, also in a dying condition. 
It waa almost pulseless and the doetor does 
not thinwit can live. This will be the 
third that has died within a year. 

Mrs. Wright told the doctor that the 
dead ohild was her own, bnl afterwards 
admitted that she had “adopted" it. Dr. 
Bryans thought both infanta should have 
had medical attendance earlier. If a doetor 
had been called sooner both ehildren might 
have been saved. 

Mr>. Wright, the alleged “baby farmer,” 
is a sharp-featured woman of 45. She was do! 
a willing witness and was evidently on her 
guard. She stuck to the “adoption" theory, 
and several times appealed to the ooroner 
to know whether she was farced to answer 
certain questions put to her by Inspector 
Arohabola. She said she had adopted the 
dead .ohild from birth. She would not give 
the name of the mother. The child was 
born id the eastern part of the city. She 
deuied that it was born in the house. She 
agreed to take the ohild for $50, and 
wai to be paid the amount next 
fall. Her memorv failed when asked 
now many infants she bad had in the house 
sod how many women had been confined 
there during the past few years. 

She remembered a girl named Lizzie who 
had lived in her house within a year. Her 
child died when a month old. But the 
(Mrs Wright) had nothing to do with it, 
as her mother (Lizzie) had eharge of it. She 
had chargo of another woman for four 
months. Her child also died in the bouse 
The pay she received varied. In one case 
•he received $12 a month for a year, 
another $3 a month for five months. For 
the ohild now ill the rate ie $2 for two 
weeks. 

Miss Thomas, a nurse, testified that she 
bad been called in to nurse a sick infant 
last February. Tke child died, ae she was 
not called soon enough to be of any use. 

Tbe Coroner, in hie address to tbe jury, 
•aid the medical testimony showed that tbe 
infant died from natural causes. But the

Moored to her pier, her hull length 
stretching out into the harbor, her vast 
interior dfrested of alt alia has brought 
from foreign lands, her machinery idle, 
her officers and crew busied in a multi¬ 
tude of petty duties, and a small army 
of Mougshoramen getting ready to begin 
operations upon her, the vessel easily 
suggests some great aquatio monster 
lastly awaiting its feeding time, and not 
much concerned either as to the charac¬ 
ter of the food to be put into its many 
yawning mouths. 

Standing on the upper deck and look¬ 
ing donn one of these cavernous depths 
into tba lower hold almost a hundred 
feet below, it is not easy for the unini¬ 
tiated to compute the amount of ma¬ 
terial it will reauire to fill the ship’s 
enormous stomach. A ton of anything is 
hardly a morsel to iis capacity, and 
pounds by the hundred thousand will 
have to be stowed away before even one 
of the immense rectsses is filled. 

When the loading is fairly begun, the 
ship and its immediate neighborhood 
are busy places, indeed. On the wharf 
assorted merchaudise by the carload is 
being unloaded and piled near the ship, 
and teams by the dozen are adding their 
contents to the immense mass. 

On the water side lighters of giain, 
coal, hay, Hour and provisions ure 
tithe, fastened to the vessel's side or an¬ 
chored some little distance away, wait¬ 
ing their turn to hoist their contents 
aboard. Engines an; puffing, ropes are 
tugging, and derricks ure lifting heavy 
freight of every description to the ship's 
deck. Tiio sounds of truck, wheelbar¬ 
row, and winoii are hoard everywhere, 
und the orders of stevedore and foreman 
and the answers of their subordinates 
mix with tlie general din. 

Tlis time occupied in loading a vessel 
would not be long, under the system fol¬ 
lowed, if the work could be contiL'ious- 
ly curried on. Iiut there's the rub I 
Delays in the receipt of freight at the 
wharf are coustiuit, the work is conse¬ 
quently intermittent, und tlie job, which 
could be finished in from twenty-five to 
forty-eight hours, is generally extended 
through throe or four days. 

Large vessuls have four or five holds, 
and a distinction is mude iu storing tiie 
cargo in them. Grain, from its com¬ 
pact und dead weight, is reserved most¬ 
ly for the center of tiie vessel, while 
cured provisions are packed as fur for¬ 
ward and us fur aft ns possible for their 
better preservation from the heat of the 
ship s fires. In some vessels, like the 
great Cunarders, which carry passen¬ 
gers us well us freight, the heaviest 
weight is stored in the lowest hold ; this 
is to steady the ship, and is called, iu 
the technical parlance of the stevedore, 
“stiffening” the ship. It takes about 
1,500 tons to “stiffen” u great Cuuarder. 
und wheu this is done the lower hold is 
hut ten* d down, and work is begun on 
tba next. 

To watch the loading of grain, either 
from uu elevator or a lighter, into one 
of the muiiimotli vessels engaged in its 
transportation is to witness one of the 
chief operations iu the movements of the 
world's commerce. It is curried in long 
pipes, with generally u funnel-shaped 
movable appendage at the end, which is 
shifted by menus of a rope from one purl 
of the hole to another, according as the 
stream of graiu fills up the spaces re¬ 
served f*-r it. The grain flows into tiie 
vessel witii the noise and velocity of a 
torreii., und sends a dense volume of 
oust and cuuff upward, obscuring the 1 
depths beneath anu making the figures 
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r OU will find

Iu vessel* oL iho Cunard -tripe, it takes 
betw ceu 12,000 and 15,000 bushels to till 
hold, and those vessels average 50,000 
bushels m tne total cargo. Ships carry • 
ing grain aloue can carry as high as 123,- 
000 bushels, and when it is considered 
tnat from 4,000 to 7,000 bushels call be 
stored in un hour, every forty bushels 
weigning a ton, an idea can he had of 
he forco of the torrent directed into the 
vessel. 

Another important feature of the 
loading of a great vessel is her coal. It 
is customary to take on as high as 200 
tons of a surplus over the actual neces¬ 
sities of the voyage, und hence the 
bunkers of the vessel are in the charge 
of n special gang of men. Borne vessels 
load their coal over all, but the majority 
take it in through openings at the sides. 
Largo V-snuped pockets, which run 
direct to the bunkers, are let down at 
euch side, and around them are built 
stagings on which a couple of men are 
stationed to dump tiie coal from huge 
buckets, hoisted by engines from light¬ 
ers. On the wharf side the coal is 
wheeled in burrows by two m*n up a 
shelving gangway and turned into the 
bunkers direct. 

Apples uud cheese require special 
thought, and are stored only where the 
necessary ventilation can bo giveu 
them, lienee they aro not put in th« 
lower hold*, which are fastened down 
for the exclusion of all air und smell. 
The steamer will take whatever is to go, 
and has a variety of goods according to 
the season, the food staples always being 
in *<• 11*011 and forming the ciiief portion 
of every cargo. 

There is a difference in the loading of 
vessels, the pnuciple followed being 
based on the cnaracter of the ship. Some, 
such as passenger ships, require more 
stubilitv on kl >e bottom than those which 
curry l roight alone. The hitter distribute 
the weight ill the must desirable way for 
speed, making the lowest holds lighter 
tliun the upper. The batleiing of the 
hold* is accomplished by beams which 
arc lit ted into sockets, and the hutches 
which mv let down upon the bourn*. 

Beef is lugged aboard on the shoulders 
of the men, and sto id in the cold blnst 
refrigerators of the ship. 

It require* the services of 125 men to 
lond a great vessel with nil the nppli 
atices of steam aud gearing to assist 
their operations. At the head of all is 
the stevedore, who lias the help of 
couple of foremen in giving orders to 
the other rami. The crowd is divided 
into half a dozen or more “gangs." each 
"gang” having its two or more head 
m. mi, who are in communication with 
i‘o» foremen stevedore.—Boston Her-

Wahiiinoton, July 25. —The most enter¬ 
taining and romarkuble feature in the groat 
nationnl performance on tho floor of the 
Senate was the part played by Senator Hill 
ae the defender of President Cleveland 
against the assaults of Democratic senators 
in connection with the President’s now 
famous letter to Mr. Wilson, the chairman 
of the House conferees on the Tariff bill. 
Mr. Hill took the ground that 
the letter being unotficial was no 
violation of tho constitution, that it 
was no attack upon the Senate, or upon 
any Senator, but that it was an honest 
effort to carry out the policy and theorios 
of the Democratic party and to advance 
the interests of the people. As to its beiDg 
an unwarranted attempt to interfere with 
pending legislation, Mr. Hill asserted that 
the blatno lay with those Senators who, in¬ 
stead of acting on their own judgment and 
responsibility, “badgered” the President 
to give them hie views upon the comprom¬ 
ise bill which they had prepared. “Do as 
I do,” he said to them. “Keep away from 
the While House.” 

The Democrats of the country were in 
sympathy with Mr. Cleveland. Democratic 
clubs and Democratic conventions all over 
the country had endorsed the Wilson bill 
in respect to free raw materials. On the 
other hand, the Senate bill has been re¬ 
ceived everywhere with signs of dispproval. 

Even in tho Senate every member of the 
Finance Committee hail announced himself 
as personally in favor of free coal and free 
iron ore. 

The Senator from Maryland (Mr. Gor¬ 
man), on tho other hand, with that “frank¬ 
ness and boldness” which was his nature, 
had boldly thrown aside the mask on yes¬ 
terday and had proclaimed himsolf in favor 
of a tariff on coal and iron ore. 

“A revenue tariff,” suggested Mr. Gor¬ 
man, quietly. ' 

“A revenue tariff as you will,” replied 
Mr. HilL, “but nevertheless a tariff.” 

“You,” continued Mr. Hill, looking Gor¬ 
man straight in tho oye, “did not, like 
your colleagues, set up the childish defence 
that you had bem buncoed into supporting 
a duty on coal and iron ore.” 

Mr. Hill then proceeded to take issue 
with Mr Gorman’s argument made yester¬ 
day that the President had ouly recently 
discovered the doctrine of free raw ma¬ 
terials. He carefully quoted from the Presi¬ 
dent’s public utterances to demonstrate 
that Mr. Cleveland had been wedded to 
that doctrine since ho sent his famous tariff 
message to Congress in 1SS7. 

Neither did Mr. Hill believe that Mr. 
Cleveland could be held responsible for the 
‘ unofficial utterancee of Secretary Carlisle, 
but, retarring to the official utterances of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, he pointed 
out that until this present question arose 
both Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle were 
consistent and in harmouy. 

“When Mr. Cleveland saw that his Sen¬ 
ate bill placed a duty on coal and iron ore, 
the property of the rich,” said Mr. 
dramatically, “and removed the duty from 
wool, the product of ^he farmer, he would 
have been false tAbimself, false to his 
pledges and false tT^^is party. He called 
attention to the discrimination and moon- 
siatency. 

“HTspoke too oandidly, too earnestly; 
that ii why ho was criticised. Did not 
these very senators who criticized Mr. 
Cleveland yesterday go to the President 
and plead and implore him to stand by the 
bill they framed? Did they not realize how 
tame and weak any bill would be that did 
not have the approval of a Democratic 
President? Condemning encroachment by 
the Executive came with poor grace from 
those who admitted that they had them¬ 
selves sought the interposition of the Presi¬ 
dent to save them.” 

Mr. Hill prooeeded in impassioned tones 
to say that in the last half oentury the 
Senate chamber had witnessed great scenes 
and groan debates. Put yesterday in the 
presence of a great crowd a conspicuous 
Senatorial leader of tho Democratic party 
bad summoned senator after senator with 
the formality of a judicial proceeding to 


Those Senators detailed private oonver 
sations with the President. They admit 
that the President at all times urged free 
raw material. Yet they inferred, or con¬ 
cluded, or supposed, that he wanted lbs 
Senate bill. 

And iu view of this apprehension of tbs 
President’s wishes it was but natural be 
should write an honest, frauk, manly letter 
to Chairman Wileon. Surely the President 
could nsver have said anything to these 
senators which bound him irretrievably to 
the Senate bill, as they would have it un¬ 
derstood. 

The President did not indulge in idle and 
random comment, added Mr, Hill. These 
senators, therefore, had discussed a subject 
in general terms. They had a/it received 
the matured and well-weighed opinioh of 
the President. He hsd not attempted t6 
pass in deliberate judgment on propositions 
they presented to him. 

“Mr. President,” said the Senator with 
one hand raistd on high, “I am not ordi¬ 
narily a defender of the President. 

[Laughter. ] I have my grievances. I have 
received nothing from him. I differ from 
him, especially on matters of party policy 
in my own state, but I agree with him la 
tbii principle, and I ain broad-minded 
enough to defend him when he is unjustly 
attacked.” 

The enthusiastic galleries broke into loud 
and long applause, which caused Senator 
Hawley to suggest that the doorkeepers re- 
i move tbe offenders if they again make a 
demonstration. 

Mr. Hill defended himself against the 
reference of Mr. German and other Sena¬ 
tors concerning his position on the Tariff 
bill. He referred to his last speeobes in tbs 
line of tariff reform. In them he bed never 
failed to insist on the| Democratic principle 
, of free raw material. 

“The Senator (meaning Mr. Gorman) 
says I am an opponent of this bill. Then 
let it be so,” said Mr. Hill, with vehemence. 
“Yea, I am in opposition to this present 
bill. The people are opposed to it. The 
House of JC, nresentatives is opposed to it. 
If therein } 1 am opposed to it, I find my¬ 
self in goca company.” 

Senator Hill said tbe bill met the publio 
expectation in so far as it carried out, the 
lines laid down by the Chicago platform. In 
so far as it departed therefrom, it was not 
satisfactory to the Democracy. Its incor¬ 
poration of some of the principles of tbs 
Populist Party was likewise unsatisfactory. 

“If I can place this bill io such a posi¬ 
tion that yon cannot pass it with the in¬ 
come tax in it I snail do so. I do not 
know that it can be done, but I shall made 
certain suggestions to that end.” 

He wound up a two hours’ speech bristl¬ 
ing all over with the spikes and spears of 
his wit and sarcasm by comparing the sena¬ 
torial conspiracy against President Cleve¬ 
land to that which compassed the assassina¬ 
tion of Julius Cnsar. In this historical 
parallel Senator Gorman of Maryland stood 
for the “Lean and hungry Cassius,” of 
whom Ciesar said: “He thinks too much. 
Such men are daugeroue.” Senator 
Jones of Arkansas for “Honest Bra- 
tus,” Senator Veat for the “ Envious 
Caaca,” Senator Voorheee for “Trebonioua” 
and “the distinguished” Senator from Ten¬ 
nessee, Mr. Harris, for “Cinna.” He oar* 
I ried out the parallel by declaring that theee 
Senators made the same plea which tbs 
conspirators of old made, “Not that they 
loved Csesar less, but that they loved Rome 
more." “Not that they loved Cleveland 
less, but that they loved their party 
I more.” 

Mr. Hill was followed by Senator Cal- 
fery of Louisiana, wh^submitted a motion 
1 looking to the restWntion in tbe sugar 
! schedule of a bountv for 1894. In a short 
: speech (which was, however, not conclud¬

A COMPROMISE BILL, 

Proposed b; Mr, Starter With a Qeueval 
Hal; o| SO Far Cent. 

Washington, July 25.—Ths tariff com- 
plication led Mr. Harter (Ohio) to draft a 
compromise tariff bill, which he introdneed 
in the Hoese yesterday. It piovides that on 
and after Sept. 1, 1894, all existing duties, 
not othsrwis# ptovided for, shall be re¬ 
duced oue-halt, provided such reduction 
does not bring them below 20 per cent, ad 
valorem. 

On and after Sept. 1, 1889, all duties in 
excess of 12 per cent, ad valorem shall b« 
reduced to the triform rate of 12 per cent, 
ad val., to which ^thall be added internal 
taxes, and on aod after Sept. 1, 1894, a 
uniform duty or tax of oae cent per pound 
! shall be levied aod paid ' upon 
1 all sugars and molasses having 100 degree* 
\ of saoebarine strength and a redac¬ 
tion of one hundredth of a cent per pound 
•hall be made for each degree of ssoohariue 
strength below 100 degrees. 

A uniform duty of 4 cents per peuud 
upon all ooffee and of 8 cents per pound 
upon all tea imported into the United 
States in also provided for. 

The internal tax upon beer and othar 
malt liquor* i« fixed at $2 per gallon. 


Gorman On Proa Coni. 

Speaking ot tbe duty on coal Mr> Gorman 
yesterday argued that 40 cunts a ton was 
purely a revenue duty. Free coal, he said, 
would give to a single foreign corporation 
all the coal trade from Boston north. Free 
coil would not benefit a single man or 
woman in the country. Who demands it? 
he asked. The professional, theoretical 
tariff reformer said it would cheapen the 
cost of manufacturing, yet mathematically 
free coal would not give the New England 
manufacturer more than three-fourths of 
one per cent, of manufacturing. There 
was but one great concern ou ths face of the 
earth that wanted free coal. In Nova 
Beotia there was a deposit of coal os brood 
and as rich as any on the face of the earth. 
The Government of Canada # had con¬ 
trolled it. Five years ago tbe Do¬ 
minion Government was induced to 
change its policy. The small leases were 
wiped ont. The Canadian Pacific, that 
great artery of Great Britain, together 
with men from the United States, associa¬ 
ted themselves together and secured a 99 
year lease of those coal fields on condition 
that they should „pny into the Canadian 
treasury 12 cents a ton royalty. If coal 
were free tbe coat of Nova Scotia would 
displace that of the United States in New 
England and tbe traaaary of Canada would 
be enrich*d by money that ought to go iota 
tbe treasury of the United States. “Qod 
knows w* bar* enough truists,” *aid Mr. 
Gorman. “I will never consent to allow 
this mammutb foreign corporation to in¬ 
vade our territory and taka the substano* 
away from our people.”

OF GOAN BRAN.

A study of tb* properties of food# 
•how* not only a groat difference in Ike 
nutritive value# of c*oh kind but also 
In the mtotaI amount* of the whole that 
are digested. The farmer, in utilising 
the various foods produoed on the farm, 
aims to balance the inferior with the 
more nutritious. In his report on the 
▼slue of corn bran Professor Armaby. of 
the Peonslyrania Experiment Station, 
gives it* analysis, and proposes a ration 
which is perhaps one of tbs ebsspsst end 
most variable for eows that can be sug¬ 
gested. Corn bran contains 9.19 nor 
cent of water, 5.45 per cent of ash, 6.49 
per cent of protein, 18.55 per cent, of 
fibre, 50.85 per cent, of nitrogon free ex¬ 
tract (starch), and A 47 per cent of fat. 
As corn brsn Is seldom sold off tho form 
it is one of the source* from which a largo 
proportion of the manure is made, and 
It is really more valuable in some re¬ 
spect* than oommeal as it contains more 
mineral matter. 

WHEAT OOES INTO MANURE. 

That portion of the food which is not 
digestible posses into the manure, in 
many cases being nearly one-half of the 
whole. A ration composed of 13 pounds 
corn fodder, 8 pounds clover hay, 4 
pounds malt sprouts, and 8 pounds corn- 
meal bran is considered a ration for one 
cow, for on* day. As cows differ in 
size, preferences of food, digestive capa¬ 
city, etc., any fixed quantity can only 
be an estimate. Of the quantities men¬ 
tioned above the total dry matter is 36 
pounds in 100. This means that for 
every 100 pounds of such food that is 
allowed 74 pounds of water. Of the 26 
pounds, about 16 pounds are digestible, 
or utilized by the animal for nourish¬ 
ment. The remaining 10 pounds is 
voided and passed into the manure heap. 
For evsiy 100 pounds of food given, 
therefore, the farmer loees, as wster 
and manure, 84 pounds. The water 
passee away while the manure is retain¬ 
ed, bat the actual value of the whole is 
based upon its relative proportion of 
digestible matter, and the greater the 
digestibility of the foods the larger the 
benefit derived. 

UTIL1ZINO COARSE FOODS. 

Bran, ground grain, malt sprouts, etc., 
serve to supply deficiency in the coarse 
and bulky foods. For instance, the 12 
pounds of corn fodder mentioned con¬ 
tains 8.15 per cent. of dry matter, .81 
per cent, of protein, 4.21 per cent, of 
carbo-hydrates, and .07 per cent, of fat. 
The 8 pounds of corn brsn contains 7.26 
per cent, of dry matter, .80 per cent, of 
protein, A24 per cent, of carbo-hydrates, 
and .88 per cent, of fat Comparison 
thus shows that although the proportion 
of corn braa is but two-thirds that of 
tho corn fodder, yet ft contains but lit¬ 
tle less of dry matter, nearly the same 
amount of protein, and exooeds the corn 
fodder in fat and starch. The ration 
given (of the four substances), is com¬ 
posed of one part protein (nitrogenous 
matter), to seven and seven-tenths of 
carbonaceous material. Wheat bran 
differs from corn bran, but os wheat is 
not now ground extensively as flour for 
home use, while corn mills are on every 
farm, the feeding value ef corn bran 
should not be overlooked.
